REPORT OF INSPECTION. 
ST. BRENDAN'S HOSPITAL 

7th April I960. 

1. We visited S(. Brendan', Hospital on Thursday. 
7ih April Over the Ann*xe, where male member, of the 
Nnwiftfl Sta£ art accommodated, we were shown two un- 
occupied rooms. Tides* were originally reserved S3 bed- 
rooms for in embers of the staff on night duly to sktp m 
during tht day but they ar? not in use as there are no 
heating facilities. Tb* old firtpUces have been w^^ d W 
and no means oF alternative btit has been provided. While 
we appreciate that staff condition, do not co»e wtthm 
our scope, w« feel that some effort fthould be made to 
make these room* ready (or Mt. Members of the staff on 
nigh! duty have to (Awe room, with other* on day duty 
with ,he result thni their ,lrep i, often disturbed , !n one 
Unoccupied room we saw an open fire burning in an old. 
fashioned grille and wt Felt that the practice of leaving 
imtended Gre 3 constitute * A« rla * rh8t canJK * " 
ignored, 

2. The r< -decoration of diet quarter* undertaken 
some time ago, i* an improvement. Much however, 
remain, to be dor* to briivg them up to modern 

The provision ol aoor covering for the rooms and pes- 
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sages is necessary. It would help I* keep item clean. We 
noticed that the *!andard of deimlLrtess and tidiness 
leaves much to b« desired 

3. Along the passage leading 10 the toilets we saw 
Stacked against tfa« wait a quantity of gas masks In card- 
board containers, which hav* beta there since die years 
of rbe Emergency — nineteen, yean ago. A suggestion by 
a previous Visiting Committee urging their disposal has 
not yet been acted itpob. We found iht toilets in a moat 
unhygienic condition and saw an oui of date bath situ- 
filed near th^m the only facility for bathing purposes. 
Conditlons such as these call (or step* to improve matters, 

4. We looked into a room used occasionally by a 
member of the ratdicfll Staff, It liad been ;e- decora red 
recently bui w e noticed that tie floor covering consisted 
of a worn carpet, stained by bird droppings, which have 
acceas through in open window. A cupboard contained 
numerous bottles and other items. sU covered with dtM. 

5. The room used by the Chief R.M.S. is in a reason- 
able state of decoration, but on one wall w e noticed that 
dnmpness has penetrated. We think that the furnishings 
are not up to the standard befitting an office which 
administer the affair* of the Hospital and where so many 
members of the public are interviewed and suggest that 
steps be taken to replace the furniture. 

S. fo the Gut- Pgiients' Department we observed a 
lack of seating accommodation for patients waiting 1o sec 
the doctor on duty. While there two elderly patients 
wptfc seated on high benches used for examining patients, 
while Others were Standing, This department is serving 
an important function, but its accommodation l» entirely 
inadequate. 
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7. W c went to the Male Difliftfl Hall where wc saw 
patients having their dinner. Some of the patients ditt not 
«t potatoes ns they were unpalatable- We were given to 
understand thai the potatoes within recent week* were 
not up to standard and thefe was much wastage. The 
ct;n my hall was very much overcrowded and it struck us 
that it should be feasible to cater for patients at intervals 
Instead of accommodating so many at ode sitting. 

3. Wc went through No. 5 Hospital, which is also 
very mucb overcrowded, Notwithstanding the conditions, 
'.U staff % staking every effdft 10 look after the patient*. 
The transfer of senile patients to St, Mary * Hospital will 
help to ease matters. We hope tbat thfe wilt take place 
soon, 

9* We visited the Store* aod saw and appreciated 
bow invportaat this section is io the hospital. Material* 
and commodities used are carefully placed and readily 
available on demand, We would tike to commend Mr. 
Murphy. Storekeeper, ani Mr. Reynolds on the manner 
in which they run it.
